Claims 14-20 have been canceled as being drawn to an invention non-elected 
without traverse. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments and comments are deemed to overcome the prior art of record. In 
particular, applicant's arguments that the prior art fails to disclose the particular sealing 
instrument having first and second electrodes disposed on a jaw and being offset 
relative to one another by a variable distance X transverse to the longitudinal axis are 
persuasive. The prior art fails to show the particular end-effector assembly having jaw 
members and the variably spaced electrodes as now recited in the claims. Also, it is 
noted that support for the variable distance is supported in the specification as being 
created by an electrode array, and the newly filed Figure 4a is deemed to show such an 
array without adding new matter. It is noted that claims 6 and 9-13 have been rejoined 
with the application claims in view of their dependency from an allowable base claim.
